‘The Board feels it is essential to bring the following facts to the attention of 
the taxpayers. 

In September 1962 the teachers turned down the recommendations of the Alberta 
School Trustees' Association and their own Alberta Teachers’ Association negot- 
iatora the Board accepted. In November 1962 the teachers turned down the govern- 
ment conciliator's recommendations the Bourd accepted. Early in 1963 a concilia- 
tion board vas established. The teachers’ nominee to the Boari was Past Presi- 
dent of the Alberta Teachers’ Association and instructor of salary negotiators 
Under the terms of the Alberta Labour Act this man is required to take an oath 
that he will be impartial. Your Board with the coral and financial support of 
all boards in the province fought this point of principle in the Juprese Court. 
The fact that we lost because of changes in other parts of the labour act does 
not regate this point of principle. le would repeat, however, that this was 
fought at the cost of all boards and not St. Albert taxpayers alone. 

In March 1964, the teachers asked to bring negotiations back to the local level. 
The Board agreed but the Alberta Teachers' Association's negotiator refused to 
meet the Board's negotiator. 

On April 16th, 1964, the Board's education committee met the teachers and their 
Alberta Teachers! Association agent and signed a memorandum to recommend settle- 
ment of certain items in dispute. On the same date the Board approved the salar- 
ies in the memorandum. On April 22nd, 1964 the teachers asked for other items 
not settled. April 23, 1964 the Board appointed a negotiating committee to con- 
time negotiations and endeavour to settle the remaining items in dispute. The 
teachers met this committee on April 29th, 1964 and after a brief discussion left 
to seex further instructions for negotiations from the teachers. 

Barly in May the Deputy Minister of Labour wrote to the Secretary-Treasurer say- 
ing that in view of the information supplied by the Alberta Teachers’ Association 
“there would appear to be an agreenent". The Secretary-Treasurer reported this 
to the negotiating committee of the Board and received instructions for a reply. 
This is the letter the Secretary has been accused of concealing. At no time has 
the Secretary withheld information fron the Board or its committees, nor nas he 
acted outside the instructions or without the authority of the Board and it com- 
nittees. 


On May 20th, 1964 the teachers met the Bonrd's committee and turned down an agree

ment based on the memorandum.
